DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's Amendment filed on September 06, 2005 in response to the Examiner's Final 
Office Action and Advisory Actions has been reviewed. Claims 1-40, 42, 47, 53 and 55 have 
been canceled, claims 41, 43, 46, 48-52, 54 and 56 have been amended. 

2. Claims 41, 43-46, 48-52, 54 and 56 are presented for examination. 

3. Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-18, filed March 21, 2005, with respect to the 
rejections of claims 41, 46, 52 and 56 have been fully considered and are persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 41, 43-46, 48-52, 54 and 56 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination a plurality 
of object data sets for object's class in which each object data set includes the same unique 
identifier for the object's class, where only objects of the object's class can be instantiated using 
instantiating the unique identifier as set forth in independent claim 41, two entries that contain a 
same unique identifier for an object's class where that unique identifier must be known in order 
to instantiate an instance of the object as set forth in independent claim 46, an object token that 
has instructions for instantiating the object token based on a unique identifier in a set of object 
data and instructions for passing a pointer to the object token to point to a set of object as set 
forth in independent claim 52, and a token enumerator that can instantiate and initialize an object 
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token to point to object attributes and that can provide a pointer to the instantiated object token to 
an object as set forth in independent claim 56. 

Dependent claims 43-45, 48, 49-51, 54 and 56 being further Hmiting to the independent 
claims 41, 46, 52 and 56 are also allowed.
